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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant discusses a hole size (which was not even mentioned in the 
originally filed disclosure) as it relates to "house" paint as opposed to other types 
of paint. Of course the instant claims do not specify "house" paint. 

2. The references cited in the Final Rejection prove that the viscosity range 
for beverages overlaps the viscosity range for paints. That one can purchase 
paint on EBAY have a viscosity greater than that of some beverages has no 
relevance to the patentability of the claimed invention(s). 

3. Applicant expresses a belief that Emergency Fuel 293F. Supp 2d 569 is 
more relevant than In re Schreiber 44 USPQ2d 1429 and quotes the decision 
including "new methods may be patentable...". However, no methods are 
claimed in the instant case. 

4. Friction forces between a fluid and the surfaces defining an orifice are not 
infinite. While such forces may prevent flow at a particular pressure (including 
hydrostatic pressure of the fluid above the orifice), a sufficient pressure 
difference across the orifice will overcome the finite friction force. For example, 
in a container with an orifice at the bottom, flow of a particular fluid may not occur 
when there is only one millimeter of fluid in the container, but may occur when 
there is 20 centimeters of fluid in the container, because hydrostatic pressure is 
200 times greater. 

5. Applicant alleges that Corbin et al. (US 2,848,01 9) "does not teach 
storage compartments for storing paint". Corbin ('019) expressly states in col. 1 
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lines 30-33, "a plurality of liquids are available in individual storage reservoirs" 
and makes overwhelmingly clear that the liquids are paint, expressly stating in 
column 25 lines 48-50 (i.e. claim 35), "Paint dispensing apparatus of the class 
described, comprising a plurality of reservoirs each adapted to hold a paint".
